T) E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
-U with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

6 1. Where by a certificate of their surveyor it appears to the 

authority which is liable or has undertaken to repair any road 
that, having regard to the average expense of repairing roads in 
the neighbourhood, extraordinary expenses have been incurred 
by such authority in repairing such highway by reason of the 
10 damage caused by excessive weight passing along the same, or 
extraordinary traffic thereon, such authority may recover in a 
summary manner from any person by whose order such weight 
or traffic lias been conducted the amount of such expenses as 
may be proved to the satisfaction of the court having cognizance 
15 of the case to have been incurred by such authority by reason 
of the damage arising from such weight of traffic as aforesaid: 
Provided that any person against whom expenses are or may 
be recoverable under this section may enter into an agreement 
with such authority as is mentioned in this section for the payment 
20 to them of a composition in respect of such weight or tr a ffic, and 
thereupon the persons so paying the same shall not be subject to 
any proceedings under this section. 

2. It shall not be lawful to use on any road a locomotive 
constructed otherwise than in accordance with the following 
25 provisions (that is to say) : — 

(1) A locomotive not drawing any carriage, and not exceeding 
in weight three tons, shall have the tires of the wheels 
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thereof not less than three inches in width, with an 
additional inch for every ton or fraction of a ton above 
the first three tons ; and 

(2) A locomotive drawing any waggon or carriage shall 

have the tires of the driving wheels thereof not 5 
less than two inches in width for every ton in 
weight of the locomotive, unless the diameter of 
such wheels shall exceed five feet, when the width 
of the tires may he reduced in the same proportion 
as the diameter of the wheels is increased, but in 10 
such case the width ' of such tires shall not be less 
than fourteen inches; and 

(3) A locomotive shall not exceed nine feet in width or 

fourteen tons in weight, except as hcrein-aftor pro- 
vided ; and 15 

(t) The driving wheels of a locomotive shall be cylindrical 
and, smooth-soled, or shod with diagonal crossbars of 
not less than three inches in width nor more than 
three-quarters of an inch in thickness, extending 
the full breadth, of the tiro, and the space inter- 20 
vening between each such crossbar shall not exceed 
threo inches. 

3 . The owner of any locomotive used contrary to the fore- 

going provisions shall for every such offence bo liable to a 
fine not exceeding Jive pounds : Provided that the authority 25 
aforesaid, may, on the application of the owner of any locomotive 
exceeding nine feet in width or fourteen tons in weight, authorise 
such locomotive- to be used on any turnpike road or highway 
within the area, or part of any such road or highway, under 
such conditions (if any) as to them may appear desirable. 30 

4 . Not less than two persons shall be in charge of every 
such locomotive, and one of such persons, while the locomotive 
is in motion, shall precede by at least twenty yards the loco- 
motive on foot, and shall, in case of need, assist horses, and 
carriages drawn by horses, passing the same, and any person 35 
contravening this regulation shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding ten pounds. 

5 . Every locomotive used on any road shall be constructed 
on the principle of consuming its own smoke ; and any person 
using any locomotive not so constructed, pr . not consuming, so 40 
far as practicable, its own smoke, shall be liable to a fine not 
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exceeding jive pounds for every day during which such locomotive A.D. 1910. 
is used on any such road. 

6. The aforesaid authority may make byelaws as to the Power to 
hours during which locomotives are not to pass over the roads 1 ? c . al autho : 

5 situate within the areas respectively above-mentioned, the hours orders as to 
being in all cases consecutive hours, and no more than eight 
out of the twenty-four, and for regulating the use of locomotives mot i V es may 
upon any road, or preventing such use upon every bridge where pass over 
such authority is satisfied that such use would be attended with 10a s ' 

10 danger to the public; and any person in charge of a locomotive 
acting contrary to such byelaws shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding five pounds. 

7 . A county authority may, from time to time, make, alter, Power of 

and repeal byelaws for granting annual licences to locomotives to 

15 used within their county, and the fee (not exceeding ten pounds) license loco- 
to be paid in respect of each licence; and the owner of any motives, 
locomotive for which a licence is required under any byelaw so 
made who uses or permits the same to be used in contravention 
of any such byelaw shall be liable to a fine not exceeding forty 

20 shillings for every day on which the same is so used. 

All fees received under this section shall be carried to and 
applied as part of the county rate. 

8. This Act shall not apply to any threshing or similar 
locomotive used exclusively for agricultural purposes. 

25 9 . This Act may he cited as the Highways (Ireland) Act, Short title.
